Dear Editor, 

An Alabama legislator said it: 
“Santa Claus isn’t real.” He was 
trying to, explain to his. col- 
leagues how unreasonable it is to 
pass an election-year education 
pay raise without money to pay 
for it. ; 

I remember a few years ago 
when my little boy handed me 
his Santa wish list. It could have 
been an ad for Circuit City. For 
as long as he'd been around, 
Santa had always managed to 
give him everything he'd asked 
for —— and more. When | tried 
to explain that Santa and his 
elves couldn't bring anything, he 
suggested Santa get better elves. 

Like my. son, ABA, in its pur- 
suit of a 3 percent.pay raise, is 
turning blind eye to the econom- 
ic facts of life. But in AEA’s 
case, it-can get ugly. If the cur- 
rent legislative. “elves” are 


unwilling to deliver the goods, 
AEA has implied it will use its 
considerable. political action 
committee to recruit and elect 
more accommodating elves. 

Alabama's schools have yet to 
financially recover from 6.2 per- 
cent proration woods yet. And 
Alabama’s economic: future is 
murky. Yet, the spoiled-child 
teacher union wants it all. Why 
not? The Legislature has man- 
aged to give the union virtually 
everything it’s asked for in the 
last four years — a pay raise, a 
commitment to bring teachers’ 
salaries to the national average, 
and two new retirement bene- 
fits. 

This is an election year. Every 
legislator who hopes to be rese- 
lected wants to grant AEA just 
one more wish. They. know it's 
not the fiscally responsible thing 
to do. Alabama's public schools 
lost $180 million in the 2000-01 
fiscal year; the Legislature was 
forced to meet in a December 
special session so a second year 
of proration could be avoided; 
and next year’s not looking too 
rosy either. The economic stim- 
ulus package recently passed by 
Congress will torpedo state edu- 
cation funding —— possibly up 
to $45 million a year. for three 
years’ —- starting now. The 
gloomy economic forecast 
‘worsens because the state owes 
corporations some $80 million 
in refunds that are nearly a year 
overdue at 7 percent interest. 
Instead of paying their full tax 
bills this year, corporations may 
elect to claim refunds owed by 
the state as tax credits, meaning 
fewer dollars for public schools 
this. year. 

What would you do? - Play 
Santa ‘and grant a pay raise? Or, 
delay a pay raise unul you're 
sure the state can afford it? 
When I faced the Santa dilemma 
with my son, my teenage daugh- 
ter felt I needed to end the 
myth. She said, “Mama, it’s 
time.” ) 

For Alabama's. 140 legisla- 
tors, the reality is clear. It’s time.

seventh from Adam, which means that there is no generation gaps 
in Genesis 5. Methuselah really did live to be 969 years old 
before he died. It is most likely that man was able to live this long 
due to the climate conditions of the world before the flood. 

For after the flood, as it is recorded in Genesis 11, men begin to 
live shorter amount of times on the earth.
